wired by the Shanghai correspondent 
of the London Daily News yesterday 
to the effect that Consul General 
Qoodnow had protested against the 
landing of troops at Shanghai by Ad- 
miral Seymour. The department has 
nothing fiom Mr. 0oodnow on the 
subject and is not inclined to believe 
that he would undertake so grave a 
step as the lodgment of a protest 
against the action of the British ad- 
miral would mean without consulting 
the department here* 


PRACTICALLY NO ULTIMATUM. 


Washington, Aug. 9.—The stab de- 


partment at 10 o'clock this morning 
made public the text of the note ad- 
dressed to the Chinese government 
which was last night delivered by 
Acting Secretary Adee to Minister 
Wu for immediate transmission to 
the authorities at Pekin. Its con- 
tents were accurately forecasted in 
the Associated Press dispatches from 
here last night. 


It practically is a demand for com- 


plete compliance with the terms of 
the letter of the president to the em- 
peror of China sent July 23. It ac- 
knowledges the receipt of the edict, 
allowing ftee communication with 
the ministers and virtually serves no- 
tice on the imperial authorities that 
their good faith in issuing it is to be 
tested by a cipher dispatch which 
had been sent to Minister Conger. 
| 


The strongest part of the note is 


embraced in the demand for the im- 
mediate and complete cessation of 
the attack of the imperial troops 
upon the legationers. 


The note is not at all bellicose in 


tone and its temper is generally com- 
mended as the best method of using 
the professed friendship of the im- 
perial authorities to save the lega- 
tlone^s. 
The demand for the irn-' 


mediate cessation of hostilities is 
stern and emphatic, but the worl 
"demand" gives way to "urge" when 
the imperial government is requested 
to place itself in friendly communi- 
cation with the advancing allies. 


It is pointed out that while we 


have the undoubted right to demand 
that the firing upon our diplomatic 
representative cease, to do more than 
advise and urge the Chinese govern- 
ment to co-operate with the forces of 
the powers for the relief of the min- 
isters and the restoration of order 
might possibly be deemed presump* 
tious and offensive. The authorities 
(here are very hopeful that this mod* 
eration will carry weight, us it will 
afford the Chinese government an op- 
portunity to comply without seaming 
to yield to a demand. 


Although the note was delivered to 


Minister Wu early la'st nigfet it had 
not 'been forwarded to the Chinese 
government at 10 o'clock this morn 
ing.

FLOODS HAMPER ALLIES. 


London, Aug. 9.—The flooded coun- 


try beyond Peitsang adds Immeas- 
urably to the difficulty of the pro- 
gress of the allies towards Pekin. 
This reaches the Shanghai corres- 
pondents from £ien Tsin, with state- 
ments to the effect that the situa- 
tion at Tien Tsin is again perilous, 
owing to the assembling of Chinese 
troops withing striking distance. 


The losses of the allies in the re- 


cent operations are now said to be 
1,300 men, of which number the Rus- 
sians last 600, the Japanese 410 and 
the British 120. International sus- 
picion lias broken out among the con- 
suls at Shanghai on account of the 
determination of the British to land 
theie a brigade of Indian troops. It 
is reported that the French will also 
land troops at Shanghai to the num- 
ber of 1,200 men. Wliile the min- 
isters at Pekin remain unrelieved, it 
is not understood why Great Britain 
should divert froces from the relief 
of Pekin to gairison a place which, 
thus far, has been undisturbed. 


A news agency dispatch from Che 


Foo, dated Sunday, Aug 5, says a 
messenger from Pekin reports that 
the empress sent four cartloads of 
food to the legations on July S. 


The British foreign office is under- 


stood to have suppressed portions of 
the last dispatch of the British min- 
ister at Pekin, Sir Claude MacDon- 
ald, ton the ground that liis explicit 
statements regarding the quantity 
of food and ammunition available 
might be useful to the enemy. 


Washington, Aug. 9.—The state 
epartment this,morning made pub- 
ic the following memorandum sent 
yesterday to the Chinese government 
hrough Minister Wu: 
"We are availing ourselves of the 
opportunity offered by the imperial 
diet of the 5th of August allowing 
o the foreign ministers free com- 
munication with their respective 
governments in cipher, and have 
sent a communication to Minister 
Conger, to which we await an an- 
swer. 


TEXT OF NOTE TO CHINA. 


ORDERS FOR AMMUNITION. 


Bridgeport, 
Conn., Aug. 9.—The 


Union Metallic Cartridge company is 
working night and day to fill orders 
from several governments for ammu- 
nition. 
Besides the big orders for 


Krag ammunition, the company has 
a contract for field artillery ammuni- 
tion to fill for the United States gov- 
ernment. The ammunition ranges in 
size from 
one pound to twelve 


pounds. The government is making 
war preparations on a big scale, in 
view of the conditions in China, and 
large ciders for ammunition have 
been placed with the company's 
agents by the war department. 


THE ATTACK ON PEI TANG. 


Tokio, Aug, 9.—Adispatch received 


here describing the capture of Pie 


-g by the allied forces confirms the 


previous accounts and adds that the 
advance of the Russian and French 
troops, numbering 5,000 men, has 
been prevented by the enemy flood- 
ing the country. The allies, it is 
also said, will now advance on Yang- 
tsung. 


ARRIVED FROM TIEN TSIN. 


Vancouver, B. C., Aug. §.—Rev. 


Jonathan Lees, head of the London 
Missionaiy society, arrived from 
Tien Tsin on the steamship Empress 
of India. 
He said that but for the 


Chinese converts many missionaries 
would have been killed. 
They were 


invaluable during the siege. 
They 


built all the barricades under a rain 
of bullets. 
He severely scored the 


foreign diplomats, who, he say#, are 
babies beside the wily Chinese.

IS COMING TO INDIANA IN SEP- 


TEMBER. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 9.—W. J. Bryan 


and A. E. Stevenson, with families 
and friends, departed for Chicago at 
11:45 a. m. today. The Bryan fam- 
ily were entertained last night at the 
home of Mayor Taggart Mr. Bryan 
drove to the Grand hotel shortly after 
0 o'clock. He was soon surrounded 
by a crowd. He had nothing to say 
as to the probable influence of the 
notification meeting on the Indiana 
voters. He regarded the matter as 
the opening of the national campaign 
for his party. Discussing his plans 
for the immediate future, Mr. Bryan 
said: 


"I 
have two more notification 


speeches to make, my letter of accept- 
ance to issue, a speech at the Oiand 
Army encampment and a speech 
somewhere on Labor day. 
I don't 


know, however, where I shall speak 
Labor day. I have promised to come 
here for the meeting of the National 
Association of Democratic clubs in 
September and I shall <be present." 


He would not say whether he will 


tour the country during the cam- 
paign as he did in 1896.

CONSIDERING TOWNE'S ACTION. 


"We are already advised by him, 


n a brief dispatch received August 
7th, that imperial troops are firing 
daily upon the ministers in Pekin. 
We demand the immediate cessation 
of hostile attacks by imperial troops 
upon the legations, and urge the ex- 
ercise of every power and energy of 
the imperial government for the 
protection of the legations and all 
foreigners therein. 


"We are also advised by the same 


dispatch from Minister Conger that 
in his opinion, for the foreign min- 
isters to leave Pekin as proposed in 
the edict of August 2nd would be 
certain death. 
In view of the fact 


that the imperial troops are now 
firing upon the legations, and in 
view 6f the doubt expressed by the 
imperial government in its edict of 
August 2nd, as to its power to re- 
store order and secure absolute safe- 
ty In Pekin, it is evident that this 
apprehension is well founded, for if 
your government cannot protect our 
minister in Pekin, it will presump- 
tively be unable to protect him upon 
a journey from Pekin to the coast. 


"We, therefore, urge upon the im- 


perial government that it shall adopt

WILL CRIPPLE THE ALLIES. 


New York, Aug. 9.—A dispatch to 


the Tribune from London says: 


"The Express correspondent in 


Shanghai sends the disquieting in- 
telligence that SKeng has prohibited 
the export of food stuffs to the north. 
Such a measure would militate seri- 
ously against the operations of the 
relief force, which is largely de- 
pendent upon Shanghai for its sup- 
plies from Nanking. 


The Express also reports that Li 


Hung Chang is endeavoring to ne- 
gotiate terms wi^h Russia. 


BIG FORCE NEEDED. 


Paris, Aug. 9.—The foreign office 


has received the following dispatch, 
which reached here in cipher, from 
M. Pichon, the French minister at 
Pekin, via Shanghai, today, August 
9, the Pekin date not being given: 


'The diplomatic corps has just been 


informed by the Chinese government 
that the powers have repeatedly de- 
manded our departure from Fekin 
under escort and beg us to arrange 
our departure and fix a date. 
We 


have responded to the Tsung-li-Ya- 
men that we could not leave our 
posts without instructions from our 
governments, to whom we leave the 
question. 


"I should inform you that should 


we not depart from Pekin the foreign 
forces coming to our rescue should 
be of sufficient number to insure the 
safety and convoy of 800 foreigners, 
of whom 200 are women and children, 
and fifty wounded, and more than 
3,000 native Christians, whom we 
cannot leave to be massacred. 
In 


any case, a Chinese escort should not 
be considered. 
* 


"I hope that my cipher No. 1, dated 


August 3, has been transmitted." 


The dispatch referred to by M. 


Pichott has not yet reached the 
French foreign office*

FATHER KILLS 


While [Temporarily Insane Solomon 


Bare Uses a Shotgun With 
\ 


Fatal Effects, 


A TRAGEDY IN NOBLE COUNTY 


While suffering in a frenzy of 


temporary 
mental 
derangement, 


Solomon Bare, an aged Noble county 
farmer, shot hi® favorite sou, Isaiah 
Bare, at 8 o'clock Wednesday even- 
ing, and from the effects of the 
frightful wound the son died at 3:30 
o'clock this morning, after lingering 
in great agony for seven and one- 
half hours. 


The scene of the awful affair is in 


Green township, Noble county, about 
three miles north of Churubusco, and 
the circumstances are most distress- 
ing. 
The aged man who fired the 


fatal shot is nearly seventy years 
old, and for many years has been a 
well-known farmer of Noble county. 
Bare has been ill for several weeks 
and lias been under the care of phy- 
sicians. 
He is naturally possessed 


of a violent temper, and during his 
illness has at several times exhibited 
evidences of mental 
derangement,

the son, Isaiah, came from his home 
north of the father's farm, to aid in 
caring for the sick man during the 
night. 
Isaiah had always appeared 


to be the father's favorite son, and 
was usually able to exert a pacifying 
influence Upon the old gentleman. 


AROSE FROM HIS BED. 


The patient seemed somewhat bet- 


ter early in the evening, and the 
watch upon his actions was some- 
what relaxed. 
Isaac Orawcock, a 


son-in-law, was also present to as- 
sist in caring for Mr. Bare, and while 
they were temporarily absent from 
the room the old gentleman arose 
from his bed and secured the shot- 
gun. 
As the son returned to the 


room his father was brandishing the 
weapon and threatening in a wild 
manner to shoot some person. Isaiah 
Bare and Mr. Grawcock hurried in 
to take the gun away from the old 
gentleman, but his dementia had 
apparently given him almost super- 
human strength and there was a se- 
vere struggle. 
All reason seemed 


to have left the mind of the aged 
farmer, and he wrestled and strug- 
gled 
against 
surrendering 
the 


weapon. 


Berore it couia be wrenched from 
he aged man's clutch he had fran- 
ically pulled the trigger, while the 
eadly muzzle was almost touch- 
ng the body of his son. The charge 
f buckshot, which was an unusually 
leavy one, struck Isaiah Bare in the 
abdomen, just below the stomach, 
nd passed to the left. 
A great hole 


was torn in the man's abdomen, 
from which the intestines protrud- 
ed, and he sank to the floor with a 
joan. 


A HORRIBLE SIGHT. 


At the sound of the gun's dis- 


charge other members of the family 
lurried to the room where the shoot- 
ng occurred, and the sight which 
met their gaze was calculated to 
sicken the person most accustomed 
to scenes of casualty and bloodshed. 
The victim lay upon the floor in a 
great pool of blood, groaning piti- 
fully, while the old gentleman, who 
had released the weapon as it was 
discharged, stood looking on with 
vacant, staring eyes, which showed 
no comprehension of the gravity of 
the fearful affair. 


The horror-stricken family at once 


lifted the wounded man and placed 
him upon a couch, applying such 
means as were at hand in the at- 
tempt to stop the 
fearful flow of 


blood, but with no 
success. The 


hemorrhage was extensive and con- 
tinuous, and had the man not been 
possessed of more than usual vital- 
ity he could not have survived an 
hour. Even in the country district the 
news of the shooting spread with 
amazing rapidity, and within a short 
time a crowd of neighbors were at 
the Bare home. A messenger WAS at 
once dispatched to Churutmsco, three 
miles away, for medical assistance, 
and those three miles were ridden 
at a break-neck speed. 


DR. MYERS CALLED. 


Dr. J. P. Criswell, of ChUrubusco, 


hastened to the scene of the trag- 
edy. Comprehending th* ftafe **> 


ture of the wound after a hasty ex- 
amination, Dr. Criswell decided to 
call Dr. W. H. Myers, of this city* 
In response to a telephone 
Dr. Myers left at once overland for 
the scene of the tragedy. In the 
meantime a more careful examina- 
tion of the wound convinced Dr. 
Criswell that Bare was beyond hu- 
man aid. 


The weapon had been discharged 


close to the man's body, and 
the 


clothing about the wound was burned 
by the fire from the gun. The in- 
testines had been perforated in many 
places, some of the shot penetrating 
so deep as to lodge near the spinal 
column. * It 
was 
impossible 
to 


staunch the flow of blood, and the 
patient became weaker at each mo* 
ment. 
He retained 
consciousness 


until a fe-w moments 
before 
his 


death, and bade good-by to each 
member of the family. 
Dr. Myers 


reached the Bare home about 2:45 
o'clock this morning, but nothing 
could be done, and the wounded man 
passed away 'at 3:30 o'clock. 


AN AGED FARMER. 


Solomon Bare, who did the shoot- 


ing, is nearly seventy years of age, 
an ex-soldier and has resided in 
ble county nearly, or quite, all bis 
life. 
He is a man of very violent 


temper, and this ungovernable dis- 
position has been the cause of much 
trouble at various times. He has 
been disposed to quarrel violently 
over trivial matters, and his neigh-'t;- 
bors have exercised care not to of* 
fend him, The earlier reports of the 
affair which reached The Sentinel 
were to the effect that the son had 
been killed by the father while in ft 
fit of violent rage following a dis- 
pute over some trivial matter.

KARL LI'S LAMENT. 


Washington, Aug. 9.—An import- 


ant dispatch has been received in 
diplomatic quarters in Washington, 
forwarded from the foreign office of 
one of the powers taking part in the 
international movement and giving 
with much detail a conversation by 
Li Hung Chang, in which he ex- 
presses his despair over the condi- 
tion of the Chinese government and 
his fears that the anti-foreign ele- 
ment has gained complete ascenden- 
cy at Pekin. 


The conversation 
was with the 


consul of the power receiving the dis- 
patch and as he is an intimate friend 
of long standing with Earl Li, the 
latter spoke unreservedly of the de- 
plorable condition of affairs among 
his own people. 
The dispatch as 


received in Washington 
is quite 


lengthy and quotes Li Hung Chang 
as saying that he is satisfied that 
the conservative, or progressive ele- 
ment, to which he belongs, no longer 
has any influence at Pekin. 


The ascendancy of Li Ping Heng, 


the intense anti-foreign leader, is 
referred to, and it is stated that it 
was due to his proposition that the 
two conservative members of the 
tsung-li-yamen were beheaded. 


The names of the beheaded min- 


isters are given in the dispatche as 
Yuen Chang and Hsie Chin Chang. 


Thia last event appeared particu- 


larly to depress Li Hung Chang, who 
regarded it as establishing that the 
progressive element favorable to for* 
eigners could expect no mercy. 


He even expressed the belief that 


he would be among those to suffer. 
He stated that, although summoned 
to Pekin, he had asked for twenty 
days' delay on the ground that he 
was not able to travel. 


The substance of the foregoing dis- 


patch has been cummunicated to the 
state department. 


It is not strictly official, as the con- 


versation was to a certain extent con- 
fidential, but it nevertheless is con- 
sidered as throwing light on the sit- 
uation from the standpoint of the 
noted Chinese statesman.

DISCOVERED BY YOUNG GIRL 


STARTLING STORY TOLD TO 


GANSPORT POLICE.

covered the body of boy, apparently 
about nine years old.

the two girls were frightened by the 
sight of the body and ran from the 
berry patch to the road near by, just 
as two men were driving past. The 
girls told of their discovery and the 
men ran hurriedly to the spot de- 
scribed. 
They soon returned, cariy- 


ing the body, which they placed in 
the buggy. 
The girls watched the 


men as they disappeared down the 
road leading from the city, but were 
unable to tell where they went with 
their ghastly burdeu. 


Miss Albright's companion cor- 


roborated the story, but the officers 
are unable to secuie definite informa- 
tion to show whether murder has 
b«en committed. 
The girls aie un- 


able to tell whether the body bore 
marks of foul play. 
Both the girls 


arc considered truthful, and their 
stories are believed.

FATAL FIRE AT NAPOLEON

ELECTRIC 


LIGHT PLANT.

The fire was caused by an over- 


hea'ted chimney in the power house. 
The flames quickly communicated to 
the roof and the building was soon 
in flames. The flames were under 
control at midnight 


The fire department of Napoleon 


was unable to cope with a fire of that 
dimensions and aid was asked of the 
surrounding towns. 
The depart- 


ments responded liberally and assist- 
ed in the saving of property. To add 
to the calamity no water was obtain- 
able from the waterworks depart* 
ment 


The men injured were all firemen 


and they were hurt by the falling in 
of the loof. Besides those mentioned 
many others were hurt, and it is im- 
possible to determine the extent of 
their injuries at this hour. 


The loss to the electric and water- 


works plant is estimated at $15,000. 
There was no insurance on the prop- 
erty. 


The "Mary Ann," an old fire en* 
ine, was fired up and taken to the 


scene of the fire, but the boiler of 
the engine exploded to complicate 
matters. 


The town will be without light and 


watei for some time and grave fears 
are entertained, as it leaves the plaie 
practically at the mercy of fires.

GUN EXFEBTS AT ODDS. 


Washington, B. C,, Aug. 9.—The 


secretary cf war has approved the 
recommendation of the board of ord- 
nance and fortifications that there be 
no further action, for the present, in 
providing new field artillery. The 
ordnance bureau of fhe war depart- 
ment has made provision for 200 
three-inch field guns, 100 to 'be man 
ufactured at the Watervliet arsenal, 
and 100 by contract. 
Bids have

the secretary stops the awarding of 
these bids. The board of ordnance 
and fortifications claimed that the 
type of gun was not the best, and, 
although it has not yet recommended 
another, it is expected that at a meet- 
ing on August 23, at Sandy Hook, a 
field gun of some type will be decided 
upon.

WABASH AND EXCESS FAEES, 


The Central Traffic association is 


after the Wabash, says the St. Louis 
Globe*Democrat, the charge being vi- 
olation of the agreement relative to 
excess fares on fast trains eastward. 
Based an reports published in the 
Chicago papers, the chairman of the 
association, sitting as judge, jury 
and prosecuting 
witness, investi- 


gated, heard the evidence and con- 
victed the road of violating the 
agreement. The defense was not 
given an opportunity to be heard un- 
til after the findings. According to 
the Chicago papers, the Wabash is 
charged with violation of the agree- 
ment to charge excess fares on trains 
making the run from Chicago to New 
York in less than twenty-eight hours. 
A detective claims to have purchased 
a ticket from the agent of a connect- 
ing line at a point west of Chicago 
for the Wabash Continental, which 
makes the run from Chicago to New 
York in twenty-six hours, and claims 
that this agent stated there would be 
no excess fare. In the "manner pecul- 
iar to sleuths, this detective evaded 
the gateman in Chicago and boarded 
the traia and by appealing to the 
sympathies of the conductor induced 
him to carry the passenger without 
collecting the excess, though admit- 
ting that the conductor called his at- 
tention to the rule that such excess 
must be collected. With character- 
istic Chicago modesty, the papers of 
that -city say: "As is well known, 
the original excess fare agreement 
was to apply between St. Louis and 
New York as well as between Chi- 
cago and New York. So strong a 
protest was made by the people o£ St. 
Louis that eastern railway managers 
were afraid to charge excess fares to 
and from that city. Chicago quietly 
submitted to the imposition, and has 
steadily 
lost business in conse-

PRACTICALLY NO ULTIMATUM. 


Washington, Aug. 9.—The state de- 


partment at 10 o'clock this morning 
made public the text of the note ad- 
dressed to the Chinese government 
which was last night delivered by 
Acting Secretary Adec to Minister 
Wu for immediate transmission to 
the authorities at Pekin. Its con- 
tents were accurately forecasted in 
the Associated Press dispatches from 
here last night. 


It practically is a demand for com- 


plete compliance with the terms of 
the letter of the president to the em- 
peror of China sent July 23. It ac- 
knowledges the receipt of the edict, 
allowing free communication with 
the ministers and virtually serves no- 
tice on the Imperial authorities that 
their good faith in issuing it is to "be 
tested by a cipher dispatch which 
had been sent to Minister Conger. 


The strongest part of the note is 


embraced in the demand for the im- 
mediate and complete cessation of 
the attack of the imperial troops 
upon the 1 eg/itioners. 


The note is not at all bellicose in 


tone and its temper is generally com- 
mended as the best method of using 
the professed friendship of the im- 
perial authorities to save the le^.i- 
tioner's. 
The demand for the im-' 


mediate cessation of hostilities is 
stern, 'and emphatic, but the worj 
"demand" gives way to "urge" when 
the imperial government is requested 
to place itself in friendly communi- 
cation with the advancing allies. 


It is pointed out that -while we 


have the undoubted right to demand 
that the firing upon our diplomatic 
representntive cease, to do more than 
advise and urge the Chinese govern- 


• tnent to co-operate with the forces of 
the powers for the relief of the min- 
isters and the restoration of order 
might possibly be deemed presump- 
tious and offensive. The authorities 
(here are very hopeful that this mod- 
eration will carry weight, as it will 
afford the Chinese government an op- 
portunity to comply without seeming 
to yield to a demand. 


Although the note was delivered to 


Minister Wu early la'st night it had 
not been forwarded to the Chinese 
government 'at 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 


The laborious work of translating 


it into the precise Chinese and then 
of putting it into the complicated 
cipher system which the Chinese em- 
ploy was responsible for 'the delay. 
The minister and his assistants had 
been at work almost constantly since 
it was received, but up to the hour 
named, had not flnlshod putting;,.

"We are availing ourselves of the 


opportunity offered- by the imperial 
edict of the 5th of August allowing 
to the foreign ministers free com- 
munication with

sent a communication to Minister 
Conger, to which we await an an- 
swer. 


"We are already advised by him, 


in a brief dispatch received August

actions.

to be the father's favorite son, and 
was usually able tu exert a pacifying 
influence Upon the old gentleman. 


AROSE FROM HIS BED. 


The patient seemed somewhat bet- 


ter early in the evening, and the 
watch upon his actions was some- 
what relaxed, 
Isaac Grawcockj a 


son-in-law, was also present to as- 
sist in caring for Mr. Bare, and while 
they were temporarily absent from 
the room the old gentleman arose 
from his bed and secured the shot- 
gun. 
As the son returned to the 


room his father was brandishing the 


eapoii and threatening in a wild 


manner to shoot some person. Isaiah 
Bare and Mr. Grawcock hurried in 
to take tlie gun away from the old 
gentleman, but his dementia had 
apparently given him almost super- 
human strength and there was a se- 
vere struggle. 
All reason seemed 


to have left the mind of the aged 
farmer, and he wrestled and strug- 
gled 
against 
surrendering 
the 


weapon. 


Betore it can id be wrenched from 


the aged man's clutch he had fran- 
tically pulled the trigger, while the 
deadly muzzle was almost touch- 
ing the body of his son. 
Tho charge 


of buckshot, which was an unusually 
heavy one, struck Isaiah Bare in the 
abdomen, just below the stomach, 
and passed to the left. 
A great hole 


was torn in the man's abdomen, 
from which the intestines protrud- 
ed, and he sank to the floor with a 
•roan. 


A HORRIBLE SIGHT. 


At the sound of the gun's dis- 


charge other members of the family 
hurried to the room where the shoot- 
ing occurred, and the sight which 
met their gaze was calculated to 
sicken the person most accustomed 
to scenes of casualty and bloodshed. 
The victim lay upon the floor in a 
great pool of blood, groaning piti- 
fully, while the old gentleman, who 
had released the weapon as it was 
discharged, stood looking- on with 
vacant, staring eyes, which showed 
no comprehension of the gravity of 
the fearful affair. 


The horror-stricken family at onco 


lifted the wounded man and placed 
him upon a couch, applying such 
means as were at hand in the at- 
tempt to stop the 
fearful flow of 


blood, but with no 
success. 
The 


hemorrhage v/as extensive and con- 
tinuous, and had the man not been 
possessed of more than usual vital- 
ity he could not have survived an 
hour. Even in the country district the 
news of the shooting spread with 
amazing rapidity, and within a short 
time a crowd of neighbors were at 
the Bare home. A messenger was at 
once dispatched to Churubusco, three 
miles away, for medical assistance, 
and those three miles were ridden 
at a break-neck speed. 


DR. MYERS CALLED. 


Dr. J, F. Crlswell, of Churubusco, 


hastened to the scene of the trag- 


iure of the wound after a hasty ex- 
amination, Dr. Criswell decided to 
call Dr. W. H. Myers, of this city. 
In response to a telephone message 
Dr. Myers left at once overland for 
the scene of the tragedy. 
In the 


more careful examina- 
wound 
convinced Dr.

The weapon had been discharged 


close to the man's body, and
